THE MISSION OF THE SEVENTY 

LESSON TEXT— Luke 10:1-7. 17. 21-24. 

GOLDEN TEXT— The har\'C3l truly Is 
Crcal, but the laburcrs arc few: pray yc 
Ihcrffore the Lord of the hnrvcst. that he 
would send forth laborers Into his harvest. 
—Luke 10:2. 



Working with Christ for the sal- 
vation of men has been the privilege 
of believers since the lime He chose 
the twelve. We learn today that 
there were at least seventy more 
whom He considered dependable 
and worthy to be sent forth. Know- 
ing how brief was the time before 
His death, the Saviour called, com- 
missioned, and oared for them as 
they went two by two, personally 
to evangelize "in every city and 
place.'* 

I. Sent to Serve Christ (vv. 1-3). 

Prayer Is back of the calling of 
laborers for Christ. God waits for 
His people to lay before Him the 
need, and to enlist His grace in 
moving upon the ones who can best 
serve Him. There is mystery here 
which we cannot fully understand, 
but it is perfectly clear that prayer 
is the power which has been given 
to the church with which to **move" 
the hand of 'God. The reason the 
laborers are so few, even in our 
days is evidently, then, because 
there has been so Jittlo prayer. 

Observe that the Lord sent His 
servants "two by two" so that they 
could encourage and assist each oth- 
er. Christian work is best done in 
Christian fellowship. The "star per- 
former" or the "lone wolf" may 
be acceptable in business or social 
life, but he has no place in Christ's 
program, unless by His special call 
nnd guidance for some particular 
task, such as pipncer work. 

He sent them to go "before His 
face"— what a glnrious place to be! 
That means that He was v.*atching 
over Ihem, expecting* them really to 
"labor" for Him. But notice also 
that in loving Ihuughtfulness they 
we ro- 
ll. Sustained hy Christ (vv. 4-7). 

U is well when workers go out 
that ihuy have proper backing. V/e 
speak of the "board" which is be- 
hind our missionaries. Tlial is right 
and proi>cr, but atjovo all thorc 
must be the assurance of the pro- 
vision and protection cf Christ. 

They were not to be concerned 
a'ojut money. Christ had already 
moved upon the hearts of His peo- 
ple to sec that the laborer had "his 
jiirc"— whicli was food and shelter 
'(v. 7). 

Tin-.o is What iife ii made ol, ui\d 
Iho servants of Christ were not to 
Waste it in lengthy oriental saluta- 
tions (v, 4), or going from iiouse to 
house to be entertained, thus losing 
much time and strength. 

Nor was lie to strive or become 
angry if some one did not receive 
him and his greeting of "peace" (v. 
C). In any case his word would re- 
turn in blessing upon himself (v. 0), 
and ho could go on to another hou.sc. 
The point of all this is that the ex- 
pectation of the Chri.stian servant 
is from his Master, Ciirist, whose 
business requires diligence and 
haste (I Sam. 21:8b). 

The outcome of such service Is re- 
vealed in our third point. 

III. Successful Through Christ 
(vv. 17, 21-24). 

The seventy returned rejoicing 
that even the demons were subject 
to them in Jesus' name. He still 
has power over the demons of our 
day. Would tliat the church wielded 
that power more effectively! 

While it is a great thing thus to 
sec tlie power of God at work, Jesus 
told them in verse 20 that an even 
greater thing is to have one's name 
written in heaven. That means that 
we ought to be much concerned not 
only about having our own names 
written there, but tlie names of all 
those whose lives we touch— at 
home, at work, anywhere. 

The secret of the disciples' vic- 
tory is found in the statements 
wliich Christ in all humility and hon- 
esty made about Himself (vv. 22-24). 
He is the one to whom "all things 
are delivered"— unlimited in au- 
thority , and power. The mystery 
of His person nnd work is not some- 
thing man can think out or fully 
comprehend (how foolish have been 
the attempts to do it!) for He is 
God. Tlie fact that the Father had 
revealed these things to the seventy 
humble, ordinary men caused Christ 
to magnify His Father's name in 
praise and prayer. Spiritual insight 
,(vv. 21, 24) is something only God 
can give, and often He can give it 
in full measure only to humble and 
lowly men. "Men like D. L. Moody, 
who became spiritual giants, were 
usually humble men from lowly 
walks who gave themselves wholly 
to God" (B. L. Olmstead).

RATA AN; 

Defense Vifiorous 

Most serious iitlack against Gen- 
eral Wainwright's Batann defense 
had been launched in the form of a 
land attack ordered by General 
Yamashita, whose men liad re- 
mained quiescent altogether loo loiig 
to satisfy Tokyo, who soon might 
liave ordered anollier hara kiri to be 
carried out. 

But the Japs found that the men 
who had served MacArthur so well 
wore the same ones working under 
General Wainwrighl. who proceeded 
to make a quick shift in liis front, 
to got reinforcements to the be- 
leaguered spot and to meet the Japs 
Willi tho bayonet. 

So vigorous was the hand-to-liand 
fighling that Japanese dead had lit- 
tered the battlefront, but tho Amer- 
ican line had held firm, and was 
not reported pierced at any point. 

Wainwright had admitted to the 
loss of a few advance positions, that 
was all. 

WAR AT SEA: 

Whittling Atvay 

The German U-boals, perhaps 
with .some Italians working with 
them, were the only sea force of the 
Axis which was causing any lasting 
concern to the Allies, as the Jap- 
anese fleet was rapidly and con- 
stantly being whittled down to Amer- 
ican size, wiiilo our fleet was grow 
ing largt/ by about two warshipr 
daily. Best news was the navy'a 
announcement that a total of 28 Axis 
submarincs'have been sunk by U. S. 
military and naval forces up to 
April 1. , 

The Japanese air fleets were suf- 
fering losses of five to one. Pearl 
Harbor was already twice avenged 
in ship and plane losses, and the 
general outlook of the battle against 
tho Nipponese was more favorable 
looking as time wen* on despite the 
map-showing of cono'ierod terri- 
tories. 

The U-boats wore continuing their 
ratio of sinkings along tho Atlantic 
const for a wide area, but some 
liopcs had been expressed that the 
loss of the port of Saint Nazaire 
might be a costly blow to the Nazis, 
and that the arrest of a spy ring in 
Brazil might make it more difllcult 
for tho U-boat skipper.^, to find tar- 
gets, 

• The sinkings by U-boats still was 
not e.Nceeding our commissioning of 
new merchant vessels, but it was 
making it constantly more diOicult 
to get skippers and crows. Con- 
gress had before it a bill to award 
•sailors hero medals for bravery at 
sea in torpedoings of the same type 
as those awarded to navy heroes. 

While many seamen were brave 
enough in newspaper interviews, it 
was getting incroasingly hard to 
man ships with survivors of lorpe- 
doings, and the shortage created bv 
IhosL- who liad died at sea had to 
bo filled by now trainees, for tlie 
most part. 

It was one of the worst war bottle- 
necks, and the army and navy were 
combining in a coastal patrol to 
which small boats were to be add- 
ed in an elTort to sweep the subs 
out of America's shore lanes. 

One plan brought forward was to 
haul oil and sugar up the East coast 
by the inland waterway in boats 
of BO to :iOO tons, and in shallow-draft 
barges.

:. safely and profitably, surveys had

JAPANESE: 

Plans Obscure 

Tho certainty felt by Germany 
that tho Jans v/ore going to move 
into India with their major offensive 
instead of Australia gave rise more 
and more to a feeling that perhaps 
tho landing of substantial reinforce- 
ments in the "down under" conti- 
nent may have given the Japs 
pause, at that. 

It was certain that the Japs were 
having more success in Burma than 
they were around Australia, and the 
view was hold tliat perhaps the Jap- 
anere mi:;ht keep a "token force" 
north of Australia, ani a consider- 
able naval power there, to immobil- 
ize tho Americans and Aussles. 

At the same lime, these observers 
had held, l!ie Japs might turn their 
attention to India, and profiting ijy 
tho di/licult efforts Britain had^had 
to lino up the Hindus on their side 
in tho forthcom.ing battle, sweep in 
with their military and win tlicir 
way to the Perclan gulf. 

Chief drawback to this view was 
the fact that the Japs wore said to 
have only half a million soldiers in 
tho entire Southwest Pacific, per- 
haps encurih ta aitempl an invasion 
of populaticn-scarce Australia, Ijut 
surely not enough to spread out 
throu-^h a couriry populated with 
arO.OOO.COO people. 

Union's the Hindus were more than 
passively oppo.'jod to tho British, un- 
Irns tlicy Were willing to welcome 
t:;o Jap invaders with open arms, it 
would be a hopeless task to attempt 
ceeUfat:on of the whole subconti- 
nent, any more than the Japs had 
been able to do anything in China 
witli far more troops. 

Therefore many took still a third 
view, that neither Australia nor In- 
dia was the prime objective of the 
Japs, but Siberia, to open a now front 
against the Russians in .the first 
place, and simply to hold and at- 
tempt to develop the East Indian 
resources of oil and rubber, while 
doing their real fighting back of 
Manchukuo. 

If either of these objectives, how- 
ever, were carried out, instead of 
tlie occupation of Australia, it was 
pointed out that it would play into 
the hands of Australians and Amer- 
icans, whose ultimate objective was 
an offensive again% tho Japs— nOt 
merely holding their own. 



OFFENSIVE: 

Expect Drive 

In Two Directions 

London's "listening posts" on the 
European continent apparently had 
been able to confirm that Germany's 
spring ofTensive was, as had been 
thought, to be directed against Rus- 
sia, with 103 new divisions, many of 
them from conquered or "an- 
schlussed" countries. 

At the same time the clamor had 
been renewed in England for a 
"spring ofTonsive" on the part of 
Britain that v.-ould include a major 
land ofTonsive as v/oll as the air 
blitz which already had got under 
way. 

A now front in Europe had been 
urged right slong in many quarters 
and now Lord Boaverbrnek himself 
had broken v/lth Churchill, at least 
to that extert. and from Miami, Fla., 
had joinod tho ranks of those who 
believed the t'mo had como for 
Britain's large land army to break 
out of the islands and go across to 
some occupied country and start for 
Berlin. i 

Victory in 1042 was tho slogan of ' 
tlioso who believed tho time was ripe 
to strike ashore as well as in the 
air, and they pointed out that Rus- 
sia had 7,000,000 fi^jhting men on the 
eastern front a-jainr^t Hitler's 4,500,- 
000 even with the 100 ncv/ dlvis'ons, 
and that a now front en the west 
would spo'l ruin to Adolf. 

Even the Eul^cr::, traditional 
blood relatives and friends of the 
Russians, had been forced to con- 
tribute 200,000 men to tho ncv; Gor- 
man armies, the reports had it. 
_ Italy, instead of sending a mil- 
lion men, as had been demanded by 
Berlin, had sent half this number, 
and had tried to get out of that, it 
had been reported. Tho Italian 
losses on the east front lost winter 
had boon frightful. 

The direction of the probable of- 
fensive v.'as seen as two-fold, one 
major series of drives to be headed 
toward the Crimea and the terri- 
tory south of the Donets basin. 

The other major objective was to 
bo tho far north, the port of Mur- 
mansk, through which most of the 
American and British lease-lend aid 
had boon going.

Whether India was finally to ac- 
cede to Britain's wishes or not it 
still had been evident that the rank 
and file of the Indian people had 
been vastly disappointed with tho 
mi.ssinn -J Sir Stafford Cripps and 
tlie message ho brought them. 

Vij-tually, they pointed out, it was 
the same as that olfered them back 
at tho beiiinning of the war, with 
tlio solo dilfcronco that Britain was 
committing lit r;-:elf to tho giving of 
India of some form of dominion 
status, while heretofore Britain had 
merely .said she would "talk it over" 
after the war. 

It wasn't apparently so much that 
tho Hindus wanted their freedom 
now, but it was that tiiey didn't want 
to be put into tho position of having 
to fight for their freedom under the 
direction of the British, and as a 
vassal state. 

Tiie Indian leaders wanted Britain 
to give them the right to organize, 
finance and carry out their own 
defense, with the aid of Britain and 
the other Allied nations. 

To this. Sir StalTord Cripps had 
indicated ho liad no power to accede' 

Gandlii and Nehru both being 
quoted as saying they hoped for a 
settlement, and other le'adors join- 
ing them in this hope. 

Back of it all vias tho Hindu de- 
sire to carry out a ''passive resist- 
ance" to the Japs, figuring on their 
own enormous numbers and their 
dark and devious ways of doing 
things to beat the Japs rather than 
to attempt tho seemingly hopoles.i 
task of organizing the country mili- 
tarily for a battle with planes, 
tanks and guns. j
